1. During the past ytsr ^ l<ero has been a significant in- 
crease in activities designed to eniAance the capabilities of 

1 the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Secretary of Defense and the Presl- ^ . 

1 dent in the command, control and strategic dirictlcn of the 
armed forces. 

2. This Increased activity has resulted in Jarre part from 
decisions by the Joint chiefs of Staf" and the Cectetary of 
Defense and numerous sepuirr'c no- ions by agencies outside the 
Department of Defense, all of vnlch, are important Individual 
facets of an overall national military command and control 
capability* 'Awhile these varied acticno are presently being 
monitored by separate Joint Chiefs of Ctaft , Ltpartment of 
Defense and other agencies, the overriding importance of the 
requirement for the most effective Integrated omnand and con- 
trol capability makes it Irporatlve thrt close cocrciinat Ion 
between these inter-relatod activit ies be estaiillshed and. 
maintained . 

3 . As a measure to establish closer relationship among 
these activities, a Command and Control Coordinating Ccuunittee 
has been established. This committee Is composed on an ad hoc 
basis of authoritative representatives of the following agencies: 
the Intelligence. Operations, Plans and Policies and Communl- 

ca tions-Electroni cs Directorates of tl.e Joint Jtaff; Joint 
Command and Control Developmc^nt Groar ; v’CS Mo son Group to the ^ 
Director. Strategic Target Planning; Joint War Gomes Control 
Group;. Director of Defense Research and i,ng j ne 1 ng ; Defense 
Atomic Support Agency; Defense Conmunlca t ions Agency; Weapons 
Systems Evaluation Group; DOD Damage /.ssessraen" ( enter and ■ 
Director of Emergency Planning, Office of the .vsslstant Secre- 
tary of Defense (Manpower) . In addition to the foregoing 
Department of Defense agencies, the Office of Civil and Defense 
Mobilization has accepted our request for Its participetjlon. 

4. Inasmuch as this committee will serve foivSfte primary 
purpose of maintaining close coordination and exc^nglng in- 
formation, it will not have a policy makingitCund^ibn. 
objective is coordinated progress of the Incllvidual agencies 
based on an enlightened view of each other^s activities and 
self-imposed limitaticns to avoid unnecessary duplication and 
embarkation on unrewarding courses of action. 

5. Brig General Loren G. McColiom, Cnalrnian of the 

Joint Command end '.cntrol Development Grrui , :S, has been 

designated to act as Chalrnan of the Comma: .1 A Control 
Coordinating Committee.
